From  the  above  it  appears  that  the  fol- 
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This  establishment  is  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Fathers  of  the 
Society  of  Jesus,  assisted  by  able  and  experienced  teachers,  and  is  open 
to  all  who  choose  to  avail  themselves  of  its  advantages.  It  is  situated  in 
the  beautiful  valley  of  Santa  Clara,  so  celebrated  for  the  mildness  and 
salubrity  of  its  climate,  and  is  about  three  miles  distant  from  the  city  of 
San  Jose. 

The  Institution  was  founded  in  1851,  and  it  was  necessary  to  enlarge  the 
buildings  each  succeeding  year  to  accommodate  the  increasing  number  of 
students.  The  first  year,  the  number  of  students  was  sixteen  ;  the  second, 
thirty-two ;  the  third,  sixty-six,  and  now  there  are  one  hundred  and  two. 
The  College  has  been  incorporated  (on  the  28th  of  April,  1855,)  under  an 
act  passed  by  the  last  legislature,  and  is  now  empowered  to  confer  degrees 
and  academical  honors,  and  to  exercise  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
of  any  literary  institution  in  the  United  States. 

Hitherto,  the  institution  has  been  only  the  germ  of  what  its  founders 
intended  to  make  it.  The  liberal  patronage,  however,  which  it  has  received 
since  its  commencement,  has  excited  them  to  increased  exertions  to  make 
it  more  worthy  of  the  confidence  of  parents  and  guardians,  and  more 
adapted  to  the  great  work  of  the  education  of  youth.  At  the  beginning  of 
last  year,  one  of  the  members  of  the  Society  was  sent  to  the  Atlantic  States 
and  Europe,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  as  many  able  and  learned  pro¬ 
fessors,  as  would  be  necessary  to  entitle  the  Institution  to  take  its  rank 
among  the  other  well  known  colleges  of  the  Society  of  Jesus.  The  result  was 
most  gratifying ;  after  the  lapse  of  a  few  months,  eighteen  additional  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Society  arrived. 
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With  such  an  accession  of  able  and  experienced  professors  from 
Georgetown  College,  D.  C.;  St.  Louis  University,  Mo.;  St.  Joseph’s  College, 
Bardstown,  Ky.;  Roman  College,  Rome ;  and  the  world-renowned  College  of 
Freiburg,  Switzerland,  the  Fathers  of  Santa  Clara  College  hope  to  make 
it  an  institution,  where  a  thorough  course  of  mercantile,  scientific  and 
classical  studies,  such  as  are  pursued  in  the  best  colleges  of  the  Union, 
together  with  a  solid,  moral  and  Christian  education,  can  be  completed. 

They  intend,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  enlarge  the  present  buildings  of  the 
College  and  make  other  additions  conducive  to  the  health,  comfort,  and  im¬ 
provement  of  the  students.  Four  spacious  and  well  ventilated  halls  for 
dormitories  and  study-rooms  will  be  built  in  the  course  of  the  present  year, 
and  an  additional  extensive  yard  will  be  prepared  and  fitted  up  for  a  play¬ 
ground.  A  large  artificial  pond  for  summer  bathing  is  also  in  contemplation. 

A  complete  philosophical  and  chemical  apparatus,  comprising  all  the 
recent  improvements  is  daily  expected  from  Paris..  There  is  also  in  pro¬ 
gress  a  cabinet  or  museum  of  natural  history,  in  which  particular 
attention  is  paid  to  whatever  California  offers  that  is  new  or  interesting 
to  the  students  in  this  department.  The  library  attached  to  the  Institution 
already  numbers  ten  thousand  volumes. 

With  these  facilities  and  other  contemplated  improvements,  the  Fathers 
hope  to  make  Santa  Clara  College  a  favorite  abode  of  science,  morality 
and  religion,  in  no  way  inferior  to  any  other  institution  for  the  education 
of  youth.

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SYSTEM  OF  INSTRUCTION 


The  plan  of  instruction  embraces  two  regular  courses :  the  Classical  and 
the  Commercial. 

The  Classical  Course  comprises  the  study  of  the  Greek,  Latin  and  English 
languages,  Rhetoric,  Poetry,  Elocution,  Mathematics,  Rational  Philosophy, 
Natural  Sciences,  History  and  Geography,  and  any  of  the  other  branches 
if  required. 

The  Commercial  Course  embraces  English  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  Poetry, 
Logic,  Mathematics,  Surveying,  Mensuration,  Book-Keeping,  Natural  Phi¬ 
losophy,  Chemistry,  Modern  Languages,  Arithmetic,  Penmanship,  Drawing, 
History  and  Geography  with  the  use  of  the  globes. 

There  is  besides  a  Preparatory  Department,  the  object  of  which  is  to 
qualify  pupils  for  the  higher  departments.  Spelling,  Reading,  Writing,  and 
the  elements  of  English  Grammar,  Arithmetic,  History  and  Geography  are 
taught  in  the  classes  of  this  department. 

Greek  Department.

On  Saturdays,  the  last  hour  and  a  half  of  class,  in  the  afternoon,  is  set 
apart  for  general  Declamation. 


When  a  student  presents  himself  for  admission  into  the  College,  he  is 
examined  by  the  Prefect  of  studies,  and  placed  in  that  class  for  which  his 


The  scholastic  year  consists  of  but  one  session.  It  begins  on  the  first 
Monday  of  September  and  closes  about  the  middle  of  July,  with  a  literary 
exhibition,  the  conferring  of  degrees,  and  a  distribution  of  premiums.  A 
public  examination  of  all  the  classes  takes  place  immediately  preceding  the 
close  of  the  academic  year.  There  is  a  minor  examination  towards  the  end  of 
February. 

At  any  time  during  the  year,  and  particularly  at  the  minor  examination, 
if  any  one  be  found  capable  of  passing  to  a  higher  class,  he  will  be  promoted. 

Debating  and  Literary  Societies  will  be  established  for  the  purpose  of 
improving  the  students  in  public  speaking,  and  for  the  discussion  of  sub¬ 
jects  relating  to  the  laws  of  nature,  political  economy,  &c. 

A.  B.  and  A.  M. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  only  conferred  on  those  who,  on  com¬ 
pleting  the  classical  course,  will  be  found  sufficiently  qualified,  after  due  ex¬ 
amination  ;  and  after  two  years  creditably  devoted  to  some  literary  pursuit, 
the  graduate  is  entitled  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts.

previous  attainments  may  adapt  him.  He  then  passes  on  regularly  through 
either  the  classical  or  commercial  course. 

No  one  will  be  admitted  unless  he  have  a  good  moral  character. 

No  one  can  become  a  pupil  of  the  Institution  for  a  less  period  than  half  a 
session  ;  and  no  deduction  is  made  for  absence,  except  in  cases  of  dismission 
or  protracted  sickness. 

As  the  members  of  the  College  profess  the  Catholic  religion,  the  exercises 
of  religious  worship  are  Catholic ;  but  members  of  every  other  religious 
denomination  are  received,  provided  they  be  willing,  for  the  sake  of  order 
and  uniformity,  to  be  present  with  propriety  at  the  services  of  divine 
worship  as  perforated  in  the  Institution. 

No  student  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  College  on  visits  of  any  length, 
except  at  the  great  vacation.  No  exception  will  be  made  to  this  rule  at 
Christmas  time,  but  classes  will  go  on  as  usual — Christmas  day,  the  26tli  and 
31st  of  December,  and  the  1st  of  January,  excepted. 

No  one  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  precincts  of  the  College,  except  in 
company  with  a  tutor  or  prefect. 

No  books  are  allowed  circulation  among  the  students,  which  have  not 
previously  been  submitted  to  the  supervision  and  received  the  approval  of 
the  President. 

All  letters  not  known  to  be  from  parents,  are  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
the  President. 

The  use  of  tobacco  is  prohibited,  and  no  one  will  be  received,  who  is 
unwilling  to  abstain  from  it. 

The  students  are,  at  all  times,  under  the  superintendence  of  prefects  or 
tutors. 

Violations  of  the  established  discipline  of  the  College  are  suppressed  in  a 
mild  but  effectual  manner.  Should  any  student  prove  refractory  or  immoral, 
in  spite  of  all  efforts  to  correct  him,  he  will  be  sent  back  to  his  parents  or 
guardians. 

Every  Thursday  of  the  academic  year  is  a  general  recreation  day. 

On  the  first  Wednesday  of  every  month  the  places  obtained  in  the  several 
classes  are  publicly  proclaimed ;  badges  of  honor  are  conferred  upon  the 
most  deserving  in  each  class ;  and  printed  certificates  given  to  those  who 
have  distinguished  themselves,  during  the  month,  by  their  diligence  and 
good  conduct. 

On  the  first  Thursday  of  every  month,  the  students  whose  parents  live  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  college,  are  allowed  to  visit  them ;  but  they  must  return 
before  night. 

At  the  expiration  of  every  three  months,  bulletins  are  sent  to  parents  or 
guardians  to  inform  them  of  the  health,  conduct,  and  proficiency  of  their 
sons  and  wards.

On  entering  the  Institution,  the  student  must  be  provided  with  a  mattress, 
two  pairs  of  sheets,  two  pillow  cases,  two  blankets,  a  white  counterpane,  three 
suits  of  clothes,  adapted  to  the  season,  a  sufficient  number  of  shirts, 
drawers,  handkerchiefs,  socks,  shoes,  and  other  articles  of  the  wardrobe ; 
knife,  fork,  spoon,  goblet,  napkins,  towels,  basin,  combs,  brushes,  and  other 
indispensable  articles. 

As  the  students  are  not  allowed  to  have  money  in  their  own  custody,  the 
pocket  money  must  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer.  It  is  the  wish  of  the  Fa¬ 
culty  that  not  more  than  twenty-five  cents  per  week  be  allowed  to  any  student. 

For  clothing,  books,  and  other  wants  of  the  students,  no  advances  are 
made  by  the  Institution.  To  meet  such  incidental  expenses,  a  sufficient  sum 
is  to  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer. 

When,  at  the  end  of  the  session,  parents  or  guardians  wish  to  have  their 
children  or  wards  sent  home,  they  must  give  timely  notice  to  the  President, 
settle  all  accounts,  and  forward  money  to  defray  traveling  expenses.

RATIONAL  PHILOSOPHY. 

Students  of  Rational  Philosophy, — John  Burnett,  Martin  Murphy,  Thos. 

Bergin,  Edward  Johnston,  Alexander  Forbes. 

LOGIC. 

I.  Truth  is  divided  into  Four  Kinds  :  Metaphysical,  Physical,  Moral  and 
Logical;  the  first  three  are  the  object  of  perceptions  and  judgments;  the 
last  has  a  necessary  reference  to  the  subject,  viz  :  the  Mind. 

II.  The  state  of  the  Mind  in  regard  to  truth,  may  be  either  that  of  igno¬ 
rance,  or  doubt,  or  opinion,  or  certitude. 

III.  As  all  certitude  must  essentially  exclude  doubt,  the  Metaphysical, 
Physical  and  Moral  certitude,  differ  only  specifically  in  the  motives  on 
which  they  rest. 

IV.  The  supreme  general  criterion,  by  which  the  mind  practically  judges  o 
the  certitude  acquired  by  other  criterions,  is  Evidence. 

V.  The  interior  or  particular  criterions  which  serve  to  the  mind  as  means 
or  rules  to  obtain  certitude  on  various  truths,  are  principally  five,  viz  :  con¬ 
science,  reason,  common  sense  of  Nature,  external  senses  and  human 
authority  ;  the  first  of  which  is  an  infallible  rule  in  regard  to  facts  which 
happen  within  us. 

VI.  The  criterion  of  Reason  when  it  refers  to  truths  immediately  evident 
is  also  infallible. 

VII.  Conclusions  though  not  immediately  evident,  but  which  are  legiti¬ 
mately  deduced  by  means  of  reasoning  from  evident  principles,  are  absolutely 
certain. 

VIII.  In  regard  to  certain  judgments  which  concern  the  moral  and  social 
life  and  which  are  not  immediately  perceived,  the  common  sense  of  Nature 
is  an  undoubted  criterion  of  certitude. 
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IX.  The  criterion  of  the  senses,  which  well  analyzed  ultimately  rests  on  the 
criterion  of  conscience  and  common  sense  of  Nature,  if  rightly  used,  is 
absolutely  certain. 

X.  Human  authority,  either  coeval,  or  historical,  or  traditional,  when  it 
relates  to  sensible  facts,  and  is  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  criticism, 
gives  undoubted  certainty. 

XI.  The  same  authority,  however,  is  falsely  established  byDe  La  Mennais, 
as  the  supreme  universal  criterion  of  all  natural  certitude. 


ONTOLOGY. 

XIT.  Although  all  analytical  judgments  or  necessary  truths,  are  reducible 
to  the  principle  of  contradiction,  yet  they  do  not  all  likewise  admit  of  being 
demonstrated  by  it. 

XIII.  In  the  same  manner,  synthetical  judgments,  or  contingent  truths, 
may  be  reduced  to  the  principle,  “  that  nothing  is  done  without  a  sufficient 
reason,”  or  rather  to  the  principle  of  causality,  “  there  is  no  effect  without 
its  cause.” 

XIV.  The  principle  of  causality  is  not  experimental,  as  Mr.  Ilume  contends, 
but  analytical  and  absolutely  certain. 

XV.  The  doctrine  of  Kant,  which  teaches  that  the  conception  of  Existence, 
Possibility,  and  Impossibility,  are  pure  notions  of  the  mind,  destitute  of  all 
objective  reality,  is  entirely  false. 

XVI.  The  reason  of  the  internal  possibility  of  a  thing,  is  not  God’s  will 
and  omnipotence,  but  that  the  conception  of  its  physical  existence  does  not 
involve  any  absurdity. 

XVII.  The  external  possibility  of  a  thing,  however,  depends  on  God’s  will. 


NATURAL  THEOLOGY. 

XVIII.  The  existence  of  God  as  a  Supreme  Being  absolutely  necessary, 
is  forcibly  deduced  from  the  fact  that  contingent  Beings  exist. 

XIX.  The  physical  order  of  the  Universe,  in  a  comprehensive  view,  evi¬ 
dently  proves  the  existence  of  God  under  the  conception  of  a  Being  infinitely 
intelligent. 

XX.  The  constant  and  universal  consent  of  Nations  in  acknowledging  a 
Deity,  affords  also,  an  invincible  argument  of  God’s  existence. 

XXI.  God  is  a  Being  infinitely  perfect. 


ETHICS. 

XXTI.  Man’s  final  end,  viz  :  Felicity,  is  the  general  and  ultimate  object  of 
all  his  volitions. 

XXIII.  The  perfect  felicity  of  man,  as  it  regards  its  object,  cannot  be 
found  in  any  created  good. 

XXIV.  Hence  God  alone  is  the  object  of  man’s  felicity. 

XXV.  An  eternal  law  exists,  which  emanates  from  the  Divine  Wisdom  and 
Will,  commanding  the  preservation  of  order,  and  prohibiting  its  violation. 

XXVI.  The  natural  law  imprinted  in  the  heart  of  man,  being  nothing 
more  than  a  part  of  this  eternal  law,  is  strictly  obligatory. 
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XXVII.  To  render  more  effective  the  observance  of  the  natural  law,  God 
has  adjudged  rewards  and  punishments,  which  especially  regard  a  future  life. 

XXVIII.  F  rom  this  law  various  duties  arise,  agreably  to  the  three  relations 
of  man,  towards  God,  himself  and  other  men  ;  hence,  man  is  first  obliged  to 
render  to  God,  an  interior  and  exterior  worship. 

XXIX.  Suicide  when  deliberately  committed  is  directly  opposed  to  the 
law  of  nature. 

XXX.  Likewise  all  Duelling,  by  which  two,  or  a  few  persons,  from  particu¬ 
lar  motive's  and  by  their  own  authority,  having  fixed  a  time  and  place,  meet 
in  mortal  combat,  is  absolutely  repugnant  to  the  law  of  nature.

METEOROLOGY. 

I.  Tf  two  neighbouring  countries  are  unequally  heated,  the  air  above  them 
partakes  of  their  respective  temperatures,  and  there  arises  at  the  surface  of 
the  earth  a  wind  blowing  from  the  colder  to  the  warmer  region ;  while  at 
the  same  time,  a  directly  contrary  current  prevails  in  the  upper  strata  of 
the  atmosphere.  This  principle  may  be  proved  by  experiment. 

II.  Hence  the  constant  blowing  of  the  Trade  Winds  may  be  easily  explained 

III.  The  Monsoons  are  periodical  winds  produced  by  the  influence  of  the 
Sun,  during  his  apparent  annual  progress  from  one  Tropic  to  the  other. 

IV.  The  Land  and  Sea  Breezes,  which  daily  occur  on  the  coasts  and 
islands  within  the  Tropics,  also  belong  to  this  class. 

V.  Hurricanes,  like  other  storms,  are  the  result  of  a  considerable  distur¬ 
bance  in  the  equilibrium  of  the  atmosphere,  arising  very  probably  from  a 
rapid  condensation  of  vapor. 

VI.  Whirlwinds  are  generally  produced  by  the  struggle  of  Winds  moving 
in  opposite  directions. 

VII.  Waterspouts  being  nothing  more  than  whirlwinds  over  an  expanse 
of  water,  originate  from  a  similar  cause. 


MECHANICS. 

MECHANICAL  POWERS. 

VIII,  In  the  Lever  the  condition  of  equilibrium  is,  that  the  power  and 
resistance  should  bear  an  inverse  proportion  to  their  respective  distances 
from  the  fulcrum ;  or  in  other  words,  that  the  Static  Moment  of  the  power, 
be  equal  to  that  of  the  resistance. 

IX.  It  follows  from  this  principle,  that  in  the  First  kind  of  Levers,  the 
power  may  be  greater  or  less  than  the  weight ;  in  the  Second  it  is  kss  ;  and 
in  the  Third ,  it  must  be  greater. 
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X.  But  whatever  may  be  the  advantage  obtained  in  using  a  Lever,  it  is 
certain  that  what  is  gained  in  force  is  lost  in  velocity.  To  this  is  referred 
the  loss  of  virtual  velocities,  so  well  known  in  Mechanics.

XI.  The  use  of  the  Lever  is  found  in  Scissors,  Oars,  etc.,  also,  in  the 
common  Scale  Beam  and  Steel  Yard. 

XII.  In  the  Compound  Lever,  the  force  is  increased  in  proportion  to  the 
length  of  the  arms  to  which  the  force  is  applied  and  to  the  number  of  Levers. 

XIII.  The  Fixed  Pulley,  being  nothing  more  than  a  Lever  of  the  first  kind 
having  equal  arms,  requires  as  a  condition  for  the  equilibrium,  that  the 
power  be  equal  to  the  weight. 

XIV.  Since  a  Movable  Pulley  may  be  regarded  as  a  Lever  of  the  second 
kind  if  the  two  ends  of  the  line  passing  round  the  Pulley  be  parallel  to  each 
other,  equilibrium  will  be  maintained,  if  the  power  be  half  as  great  as  the 
weight. 

XV.  Hence  it  follows,  that  in  a  system  of  Pulleys  connected  by  one  line, 
the  power  required  to  balance  the  weight,  is  obtained  by  dividing  the  amount 
of  the  weight,  by  the  number  of  the  Pulleys  which  compose  the  system. 

XVI.  And  if  four  movable  Pulleys,  for  instance,  be  connected  by  different 
lines,  a  power  sixteen  times  less  than  the  weight,  will  produce  equilibrium. 

XVII.  But  should  the  two  ends  of  a  line  passing  round  the  movable  Pulley 
be  not  parallel  to  each  other,  to  maintain  equilibrium,  the  power  is  to  be 
increased  in  proportion  as  their  divergence  increases. 

XVIII.  The  Wheel  and  Axle  operate  on  the  principle  of  Levers  of  the 
first  kind  ;  the  Capstan  and  Windlass  are  but  modifications  of  the  Wheel 
and  Axle. 

XIX.  The  power  required  to  force  a  given  weight  up  an  inclined  plane, 
must  be  in  proportion  to  the  rapidity  of  its  inclination. 

XX.  The  Wedge  may  be  considered  as  two  inclined  planes,  placed  base 
to  base. 

XXI.  The  Screw,  also,  may  be  regarded  as  a  modification  of  the  inclined 
plane,  or,  as  a  winding  wedge.

I.  Definition  of  Chemistry  and  of  forces  which  cause  Chemical  Action. 

II.  Cohesion  is  not  of  the  same  strength  in  all  substances,  nor  in  the  same 
substance  ;  but  its  strength  varies  according  to  circumstances. 

III.  Among  the  circumstances  which  modify  cohesion,  are  reckonod  heat , 

and  the  presence  of  another  substance.  ( 

IV.  Affinity  is  stronger  between  some  substances  than  between  others. 


PHENOMENA  OF  DECOMPOSITION. 


V.  Chemical  action,  or  combination,  produces  a  new  compound  substance, 
whose  qualities  are  different  from  those  of  its  components. 

VI.  Some  of  the  most  common  changes  which  take  place  in  Chemical 
Action,  is  the  change  of  manner  of  aggregation  and  of  color. 

VII.  Chemical  Action  is  almost  universally  accompanied  by  evolution  of 
heat,  and  sometimes  by  light  and  explosion. 

VIII.  Affinity  is  influenced  by  several  circumstances  ;  among  others  by 
cohesion,  pressure,  heat  and  electricity.

OPTICS. 

I.  Light  is  equally  diffused  in  all  directions. 

II.  Its  intensity  however  is  inversely  as  the  squares  of  the  distances. 

III.  If  light  passes  through  a  homogeneous  medium,  its  direction  is 
straight. 

IV.  Hence  it  is  explained  how  rays  of  light  passing  through  a  hole  into  a 
dark  room  form  on  the  opposite  wall  or  screen  an  inverted  image  of  the 
object  from  which  they  are  reflected;  and  how  the  sun’s  rays  ever  cast 
round  spots,  whatever  may  be  the  form  or  shape  of  the  little  opening  through 
which  they  pass. 

X.  The  theory  of  the  umbrae  and  penwnbrae  is  a  consequence  of  the 
same  principle,  and  is  applied  to  the  eclipses  of  the  sun  and  of  the  moon. 

VI.  The  velocity  of  light  is  determined  by  means  of  the  eclipses  of  one 
of  Jupiter’s  satellites. 

CATOPTRICS. 

VII.  The  reflection  of  light  is  caused  by  a  change  of  density  in  the  me¬ 
dium  through  which  it  passes. 

VIII.  The  plane  of  reflection  coincides  with  the  plane  of  incidence; 
and  the  angle  of  reflection  is  equal  to  the  angle  of  incidence. 

IX.  To  produce  vision,  a  multitude  of  convergent  rays  is  necessary;  and 
the  objects  are  naturally  placed  by  us  in  the  direction  of  the  rays  which 
strike  the  eye. 

X.  Hence  in  plane  mirrors  the  image  appears  behind  them,  and  it  is  both 
symmetrical  and  equal  to  the  object. 

XI.  The  image  of  an  object  reflected  by  two  plane  mirrors  may  be  with¬ 
out  number. 

XII.  In  Spherical,  Elliptical  and  Parabolical  Mirrors,  the  object  being  in 
the  centre,  or,  in  one  of  th  a  foci,  the  rays  are  reflected  in  the  direction  of 
the  radii  vectores. 

XIII.  The  distance  of  the  focus  from  a  Spherical  Concave  Mirror,  is  ex¬ 
pressed  by  E — D  V  divided  by  2  1) — V. 

XIV.  And  the  magnitude  of  the  reflected  image  by  F’F”=0’  0”  (V  divi¬ 
ded  by  2  D — V-) 

XV.  With  regard  to  Spherical  Convex  Mirrors,  the  focus  is  only,  virtual 
and  its  distance  from  the  Mirror  is  F=A  V  divided  by  2D+V. 

XVI.  Hence  the  magnitude  of  the  image  is  F’  F”  0’  0”  (V  divided  by 
2D+V.)
